rr^HE  following  UBdcrtaking,  I  prc- 
g  '  flime,  will  neod  no  Apology.  It  is 
allowed  on  all  hands,  and  indeed 
the  many  and  deplorable  Inftances  of  the 
Severity  of  the  Small-Pox,  we  daily  meet 
with,  too  evidently  convince  us,  that  it  is  a 
Point  of  very  great  Importance  to  Mankind, 
by  a  continued  and  impartial  Enquiry  to  de¬ 
termine,  whether  or  no  the  Pra<Sice  of  In¬ 
oculation,  which  was  fome  Years  fince  in¬ 
troduced  in  this  Country,  appears  by  Expe¬ 
rience  in  any  wife  beneficial  to  fave  the  Lives 
of  ibme  out  of  thofe  many,  who  would 
otherwife,  in  the  Courfe  of  Things,  in  all 
human  Probability,  fall  a  Sacrifice  to  this

terrible  Diftempcr ;  and  conlequently  whe¬ 
ther  it  deferves  to  be  encouraged,  as  lau¬ 
dable,  ufeful,  and  falutary:  or  whether  it 
ought  to  be  rejefted,  as  hazardous,  of  un¬ 
certain  Succefs,  and  attended  with  ill  Con- 
fequences. 

Nothing  certainly  can  be  more  condu¬ 
cive  to  this  end,  than  from  time  to  time  to 
lay  before  the  World  fuch  well-attefted  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Fadf,  as  may  enable  every  one,  by 
natural,  eafy,  and  unavoidable  Confequences 
drawn  from  them,  for  himfelf  to  form  a 
Comparifon  between  the  Mortality  of  this 
Diftemper  in  the  natural  Way,  and  the  Suc¬ 
cefs,  whether  good  or  bad,  that  attends  the 
Pra£lice  of  Inoculation.  This  hath  been 
done  for  fome  Years  paft  with  that  Can¬ 
dour  and  Impartiality  by  the  learned  Dr. 
Jurifiy  as  defervedly  merited  the  favourable 
Reception,  his  annual  Accounts  of  the  Suc¬ 
cefs  of  this  Pradice  have  met  with ;  and  I 
fhould  have  thought  it  an  unpardonable 
Preemption  to  take  it  out  of  fuch  able 
Hands,  if  he  had  not  both  in  publick  and 
private  declared  his  Refolution  not  to  go 
on  with  them  any  longer.  As  for  myfelf, 
’twas  not  till  fome  time  after,  and  when  no 
body  elfe  feem’d  difpofed  to  engage  in  it, 
that  I  determined  to  take  the  Pains  upon 
me,  rather  than  fuffer  it  to  be  altogether 
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dropt.  If  my  Endeavours  fhould  prove  in 
any  wife  ferviceable  to  the  Publick,  as  I  had 
great  reafon  to  believe  they  would  be  agree¬ 
able  to  fome  of  my  particular  Friends,  I 
fhall  think  my  Labour  fufficiently  well  be- 
ftowed. 

It  was  a  very  great  Encouragement  to 
me,  that  when  I  acquainted  the  Royal  So- 
ciety  with  my  Intention,  they  were  pleafed 
to  approve  of  it,  and  at  my  Requefl:  to  grant 
me  the  Liberty  of  perufing  and  extradling 
fuch  Papers  relating  to  this  Pradice,  as 
were  or  Ihould  be  tranfmitted  to  them,  ef- 
pecially  thofe  that  had  been  depofited  with 
them  by  T>x,yurin^  an  Extrad  whereof  he 
had  not  yet  inlerted  into  his  annual  Ac¬ 
counts.  Neither  can  I  in  juftice  to  this 
Gentleman  forbear,  in  this  publick  manner, 
to  return  my  grateful  Acknowledgments  for 
his  kind  Communication  of  fuch  other  Ac¬ 
counts,  as  he  receiv'd  fince  that  time ;  and 
I  do  not  in  the  lead  doubt  of  the  Continu¬ 
ance  of  his  favourable  Affiftance  for  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

What  I  am  now  going  to  offer  to  th« 
Publick  is  an  Account  of  the  Succefs  of 
the  Pradice  of  Inoculation  for  the  Years 
1727  and  1728 ;  and  I  purpofe,  God  wil¬ 
ling,  to  continue  the  fame  from  Year  to

Year  ;  promiling  myfelf,  from  the  Uleful- 
nefs  and  Importance  pf  this  Delign,  that  all 
Perfons  concerned  in  this  Praftice  will  rea¬ 
dily  oblige  me  with  their  Obfervations  on 
its  Succefs,  whether  good  or  bad.  On  my 
part,  I  can  only  vouch  for  the  Sincerity  of 
my  Intention,  and  that  I  fhall  make  it  my 
conftant  Endeavour,  free  from  any  private 
Views,  to  ad  the  Part  of  an  Hiftorian,  and 
with  all  poffible  Faithfulnefs  and  Impar¬ 
tiality  to  reprefent  Fads,  as  upon  Inquiry  I 
fhall  find  they  are.  I  am  very  fenfible,  that 
it  will  be  extremely  difficult  for  me  to  con¬ 
tent  two  oppofite  Parties,  which  have  hi¬ 
therto  appeared,  not  without  a  good  deal  of 
Zeal  and  Warmth,  one  for,  the  other  againfl; 
Inoculation :  and  that,  whilft  the  Favourers 
of  this  Praftice  will  perhaps  find  room  to 
complain  of  my  reprefenting  its  Hazard 
much  greater  than  it  really  is,  by  inferring 
into  the  Lift  of  thofe  fufpefted  to  have  died 
by  Inoculation,  Perfons  whofe  Death  they 
will  pretend  was  owing  to  other  Caufes ;  the 
Anti-Inoculators  will  neverthelefs  think  me 
partial,  if  even  after  granting  every  thing 
they  can  reafonably  pretend  to,  the  Odds 
fhould  ftill  appear  in  favour  of  the  Praftice. 
My  Security  and  Satisfaction  fhall  be  in  a 
ftrict  Regard  to  Truth  5  and  as  I  fhall  con¬ 
fine  myfelf  only  to  Matter  of  Fa6t,  and  fuch 
plain  and  eafy  Deductions,  as  muft  necef- 
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farily  follow  from  thence,  fo  in  cafe  of  any 
Doubt  ariftng,  I  fliall  be  ready  upon  all  Oc- 
calions  t6  produce  my  Vouchers  for  what  I 
advance.  I  (hall  think  no  trouble  too  great 
To  come  at  the  true  State  of  Things,  but  if 
after  all  I  (hould  happen  to  be  mifinformed 
in  any  particular  Cafe,  I  fhall  be  very  thank¬ 
ful  to  any,  that  will  pleafe  to  fet  me  right, 
and  will  not  fail  in  my  next  candidly  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  and  corre£t  the  Miftakes.  But  I 
hope  I  {hall  be  eaiily  excufed  from  entring 
into  any  other  Controveriies  on  this  Subjedt, 
both  as  I  can  employ  my  time  much  better, 
and  as  in  the  end  all  reafbning,  however 
fpecious^  and  plauiible,  will  never  be  thought 
fufficient  to  overbalance  the  plain  and  con¬ 
vincing  Evidence  of  Matter  of  Fail. 

The  Fate  of  Ihoculation  hath  been  very 
judicioufly  ilated  by  V)v,yurin^  principally 
to  depend  upon  the  Decilion  of  the  two 
following  Qi^ftions. 

1 .  Whether  the  Diftemper  given  by  In¬ 
oculation  be  an  ejffeftual  Security  to  the  Pa¬ 
tient  againft  his  having  the  Small-Pox  in  the 
natural  Way  ? 

2.  Whether  the  Hazard  of  Inoculation 
be  confiderably  lefs  than  that  of  the  natural 
Small-Ppx  ?

Should 
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should  either  of  thefe  two  Qi^ftlons  once 
come  to  be  fairly  determined  in  the  nega¬ 
tive,  the  Praftice  of  Inoculation,  I  believe, 
would  be  no  longer  fupported.  For  it  can¬ 
not  be  prefumed^  that  any  one  would  run 
the  Hazard  of  Inoculation,  unlefs  he  may 
depend  upon  its  effedlually  fecuring  him 
from  having  the  Small-Pox  in  the  natural 
Way ;  the  rather  as  there  is  fome  Chance, 
tho’  perhaps  not  very  confiderable,  for  his 
not  having  the  Diftemper  at  all.  Nor  can 
it  be  fuppofed,  in  cafe  the  Hazard  of  In¬ 
oculation  fhould  be  found  by  Experience 
equal  to  that  of  the  natural  Small-Pox,  I 
will  not  fay  greater,  that  any  one  would  be 
either  fo  far  bereaved  of  his  Senfes,  as  to 
advife  the  Operation,  or  that  he  would  find 
People  venturefome  enough  to  undergo  it. 
But  if  on  the  other  hand,  thofe  Perfons, 
who  have  had  the  Small-Pox  given  them  by 
Inoculation,  (hould  appear  by  Experience  to 
be  thereby  effeaually  fecured  againft  under¬ 
going  that  Diftemper  a  fecond  time  in  the 
natural  Way,  and  if  the  Hazard  of  the  in¬ 
oculated  Small-Pox  comes  out  lefs  than  that 
of  the  natural' one,  I  believe  every  prudent 
and  thinking  Perfon,  that  hath  the  Good  of 
his  Country,  and  the  Prefervation  of  his 
Relations  and  Friends  at  heart,  will  look 
upon  Inoculation  as  a  Prafiice  beneficial  to 
2  Man-

Mankind,  and  which  therefore  ought  to  be 
encouraged. 

As  to  the  firft  of  thefe  two  Queflions, 
Dr.  Jurin^  in  his  annual  Accounts  of  the 
Succefs  of  Inoculation,  particularly  that  for 
the  Year  1725,  hath,  I  think,  fufficiently 
fhewn,  both  from  Reafon  and  Experience, 
that  the  affirmative  Side  is  highly  probable, 
and  withal  how  very  little  Credit  he  found, 
upon  Enquiry,  was  to  be  given  to  feveral 
Stories,  that  were  very  confidently  reported 
abroad,  of  Perfons  who  had  the  Small-Pox 
by  Inoculation,  but  afterwards  underwent 
the  Diftemper  a  fecond  time  in  the  natural 
Way.  Neither  could  I  hear  of  any  one  An¬ 
gle  Inftance  to  the  contrary,  that  offered  in 
the  Courfe  of  the  two  laft  Years;  fo  that, 
for  ought  it  hitherto  appears,  by  about  eight 
Years  Experience,  Inoculation  proves  an  ef¬ 
fectual  Security  againft  the  natural  Small- 
Pox,  and  even  thofe  that  had  but  an  im- 
perfeCt  fort  of  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation, 
feem  to  be  equally  fafe  from  that  Diftem¬ 
per  in  the  natural  Way.  There  have  been 
indeed  fome  Inftances,  where  Inoculation 
had  no  manner  of  effeCt  on  the  Perfons  in¬ 
oculated;  and  fome  of  thefe  have  been  af¬ 
terwards  feized  with  the  natural  Small  Pox : 
neither  is  there  any  ground  to  fufpeCt,  that 
where  the  Operation  doth  not  produce  its 

B  z  in- 
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intended  EfFedt,  the  Perfon  {hould  be  nat- 
withftanding  fecured  by  it  againft  the  Dif- 
temper,  no  more  than  in  any  other  conta¬ 
gious  Difeafe,  Perfons  expofed  to  the  Danger 
of  Infedion,  becaufe  they  efcape  it  once, 
twice,  or  oftner,  could  in  Reafon  and  Pru¬ 
dence  look  upon  themfelves  as  fafe  from  any 
future  Attack.  Among  thofe,  on  whom 
this  Operation  was  performed  the  two  laft 
Years,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  take  notice  of 
one  Perfon,  who  I  find  was  inoculated 
twice ;  the  firfl:  time  the  Operation  had  no 
Effedr,  the  fecond  time  it  produced  an  im-. 
perfedt  Small-Pox.  What  follows  is  an 
Account  of  this  Cafe,  as  contained  in  a  Let¬ 
ter  to  Dr.  yurin  from  Mr.  Lake  yunior^ 
Surgeon  at  Sevenoak  in  Kent.  ‘‘  Mr.  Charles 
“  Frewen^  aged  twenty  five,  was  inoculated 
at  Sevenoak  in  Kent^  (by  Mr.  George  Lake 
Seniory  who  is  fince  dead:)  He  had  no 
Symptoms  of  the  Diftemper  at  the  ufual 
“  time  after  Inoculation.  Mr.  Lake  having 
reafon  to  fufpedl,  that  he  had  been  im- 
pofed  upon  by  the  Perfon  who  lent  him 
the  Matter,  applied,  about  a  Fortnight 
from  the  firfi:,  fome  frelh  Matter  (which 
he  had  taken  himfelf,  and  with  which  he 
had  inoculated  his  Apprentice)  to  the 
“  fame  Incifions.  This  produced  all  the 
Symptoms  of  the  Small-Pox  about  nine 
Days  after,  when  feveral  fmall  Eruptions

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I  go  on  therefore  to  what  I  have  to  offer 
from  the  two  laft  Years  Experience  towards 
determining  the  fecond  of  the  two  Quef- 
tions  propofedf^'yfe.  Whether  the  Hazard 
of  Inoculation  be  confiderably  lefs  than  that 
of  the  natural  Small-Pox. 

And  firft  as  to  the  Hazard  of  the  natural 
Small-Pox,  it  appears  by  Dr.  Jurins  former 
Accounts,  that

I  am  now  to  give  an  Account  of  the 
Cafes  of  the  three  Perfons  fufpedted  to 
have  died  by  Inoculation. 

L  A  Son  of  Mr.  JVanfeys  at  War-- 
mmfery  aged  a  Year  and  a  half,  was 
“  moQ\x\2.x.^&  December  1,  1727.  He  had 
the  Diftemper  very  favourably,  not 

C  “  above 
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above  forty  Puftules  in  his  Face  and 
Neck,  and  few  or  none  in  his  Body. 
His  Incifions  run  well,  the  Puftules 
came  to  full  Maturity  the  feventeenth 
or  eighteenth  Day  from  the  Inocula- 
tion.  The  Child  being  for  forne  time 
perfeftly  well,  died  in  nine  or  ten 
Days  after.''  Mr,  James  Elderton,  in 
his  Letter  to  Dr,  Jurin,  dated  at  Sarum, 
Jan.  1 8. 

II.  £;^(9r^7r^;v^^/(?,agedeight-Months, 
was  inoculated  at ,  Newbegin\  three 
Milea  from in  February  i6. 
172^,  with  one  fniall  Incifion  in  the 
Arm,  at  a  time  when  the  Small-Pox 
‘‘  were  frequent  and  fatal  hi  that  Part 
of  the  Country.  On  the  eighth  Day 
after  Inoculation  he  tirft  began  to  be 
a  little  difordered.  On  the  ninth  Day 
I  obferved  three  of  four  cryftalline 
Eruptions  about  the  Toes,  which  with 
“  feveral  more  that  afterwards  appeared 
on  the  Feet  and  Legs,  (fome  of 
which  increafed  in  the  Prpgrefs  of  the 
Diftemper  to  at  leaft  treble  the  Big- 
nefs  of  the  ordinary  Puftules  in  the 
large  diftiiidt  fort  of  Small-Pox)  when 
opened  contained  a  limpid  inodorous 
Water.  On  the  tenth. Day  in  the  E-

vening  he  had  a  flight  Convulfion- 
Fit,  and  on  the  eleventh  early  in.  the 
Morning,  feveral  Puftules  appeared  of 
‘‘  the  difliind  fort  of ;  a  very  good  Go- 
lour,  and  the  Fever,  Reftleflhefs,  and 
other  Symptoms,,  very  much  abated. 
At  Night  the  Child  was  ieized  with  a 
cold  Fit  and  Fever  fucceeding  it,  and 
from  that  time  the  Puftules  lofl:  their 
‘‘  beautiful  red  Colour,  and  moft  of  them 
never  filfd  kindly,  but  appeared  flat 
and  dimpled.  I  ought  to  obferve, 
that  a  few  Days  after  the  Operation^ 
‘‘  the  Mother,  who  was  alfo  Nurfe  to 
“  the  Child,  was  feized  with  the  Return 
“  of  an  Ague,  which  both  flie  and  the 
Child  were  afflidted  with  about  two 
Months  before.  From  this  Conjunc- 
‘‘  tion  of  the  variolous  Fever  and  Ague, 
as  I  took  it  to  be,  a  new  Difeafe 
feemed  to  be  formed  with  contra-indi- 
“  eating  Symptoms :  While  Nature  with 
‘‘  her  joint  Force  was  endeavouring  to 
“  expel  the  variolous  Matter  to  the  Surr 
“  face,  an  half  an  Hour’s  Fit  of  a  chill 
Ague  would  confound  die  whole  De- 
iign.  This  was  the  State  of  the  Cafe 
‘‘  in  the  Beginning,  but  after  a  few  Days 
I  conceived  confiderable  Hopes  from  a 
happy  Metailafis,  and  confequent  mp-

on  that  an  Abatement  of  all  the  hete- 
roclite  Symptoms,  that  muft  neeef- 
farily  proceed  from  fo  confufed  a  Cafe. 
For  on  the  fifteenth  Day  on  one  of 
the  Arms,  on  the  fixteenth  Day  on 
‘‘  the  other,  and  about  two  Days  after 
on  the  great  Toes,  immediately  un- 
der  the  cornmon  Integuments,  white 
Swellings  appeared,  not  inflamed^  red, 
«  or  tenfe,  and  very  little  fore,  but 
feemed  to  be  barely  a  Tranfiation  of 
the  purulent  Matter  denied  Entrance 
to  the  Surface,  and  being  opened  a-^ 
bout  two  or  three  Days  after  their  firft 
Appearance,  they  difcharged  a  matu- 
rated  Pus,  like  that  in  the  ripe  Pu- 
ftules,  from  the  Elbows  each  about 
half  a  Spoonful.  By  the  Help  of  this 
Difcharge  Matters  proceeded  tolerably 
well,  and  I  began  fcarce  to  doubt  of 
the  Child’s  Recovery;  for  by  this  time 
the  Puftules,  tho’  indeed  never  well 
filled,  were  arrived  to  a  State  of  Ma- 
turation,  and  feemed  to  form  laudable 
Pus,  and  on  the  eighteenth  and  nine- 
teenth  they  began  to  incruftate,  efpe- 
“  daily  on  the  Face  and  Legs,  and  foon 
after  to  fcale  off.  I  ordered  a  proper 
“  Purgative  to  be  adminiftred,  and  I  think 
repeated,  and  left  the  Child  in  a  re- 

covering 
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covering  Way.  Somewhat  lefs  than 
‘‘  a  Fortnight  after  I  was  fent  for  in 
great  hafte,  but  found  the  Child  was 
dead  before  I  got  there.  I  could  on- 
‘‘  ly  learn  that  he  had  two  or  three 
‘‘  Returns  of  an  irregular  Fever,  attended 
with  great  Reftleffnefs,  which  ’tis  pro- 
bable  was  the  intermitting  Fever  that 
I  faid  I  did  believe  was  complicated 
“  with  the  SrnalFPox,  and  remained  af- 
ter  it.”

III.  The  Son  of  a  Perfon  of  Quality, 
(whofe  Name  I  am  defired  to  conceal) 
eleven  Years  old,  was  inoculated  in  Lon¬ 
don  at  the  beginning  of  Aprils  1728.  He 
ficken  d  on  the  lixth  Day  from  the  Ope¬ 
ration,  and  but  few  Puftules  appeared 
between  the  eighth  and  ninth.  He  died, 
as  I  am  informed,  in  about  fifteen  Days 
from  Inoculation.  As  I  have  not  my- 
felf  obtained  any  farther  Particulars  re¬ 
lating  to  the  young  Gentleman’s  Cafe, 
I  hope  the  Reader  will  pardon  my  being 
fo  fhort. 

By  Dr.  Jurin^  former  Accounts  the 
whole  Number  of  Perfons,  who  had  then 
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had  the  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation,  was 
feven  hundred  and  twenty  four,  four- 
wen  of  which  had  been  fufpedled  to 
have  died  of  Inoculation  ;  and  the  two 
laft  Years  we  have  three  fufpeded  to 
have  died  out  of  an  hundred  and  twenty 
one,  that  is  in  all  feventeen  out  of  eieht 
hundred  and  forty  five,  or  nearly  one  in 
fifty.  Whether  or  no  the  firft  of  thefe 
three  can  .  be  fairly  faid  to  have  died  of 
Inoculation,  and  how  far  the  intermit¬ 
ting  Diforder  of  Enoch  T^rumble^  as  well 
as  that  of  his  Mother,  whom  he  conti¬ 
nued  to  fuck  during  the  Courfe  of  the 
Diftemper,  might  have  been  inftrumen- 
tal  in  occafioning  the  Death  of  the  Child, 
is  fubmitted  to  the  Judgment  of  every 
impartial' Reader.  If  we  dedud:  one,  as 
I  believe  the  Favourers  of  Inoculation 
will  think  it  reafonable  we  fiiould,  in- 
afmuch  as  even  the  greatefl  Advocates 
of  this  Pradlice  never  pretended  to  re¬ 
commend  it  as  a  Security  a^ainft  other 
Diftempers  and  Accidents,  the  Hazard 
of  Inoculation  will  be  that  of  fixteen 
out  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  five,  or 
one  in  fifty  two.  If  both  be  dedudted, 
it  will  be  that  of  eight  hundred  and 
forty  five,  or  one  in  fifty  fix. 
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Thus  far,  what  I  had  to  offer  from 
the  two  lafl  Years  Experience  towards 
determining  the  fecond  of  the  two  Qi^f* 
tions  propofed,  Whether  the  Ha¬ 
zard  of  Inoculation  be  confiderably  lels 
than  that,  of  thermatural  SmalEPox.  To 
clear  up  this  Maaer  ftill  farther,  I  have 
thought  it  would  not  be  improper  to  lay- 
before  my  Readers  at  one  View,  which  I 
have  done  in  the  following  Table,  the 
Progrefs  and  Succefs  of  this  Pradlice  in 
Great-Britain ,  from  the  Year  1721, 
when  the  firft  Experiments  were  made 
on  fome  of  the  Malefactors,  then  under 
Sentence  of  Death  in  Newgate^  to  the 
End  of  the  Year  1728,  and  to  fubjoin 
fome  Remarks,  fending  either  to  enforce, 
or  farther  to  illoftrate  the  Obfervations 
formerly  made  by  Dr.  yiirin,

the  Perfons  inoculated  in  Great-Britain, 
from  the  Tear  172 1,  to  the  End  of  the 
Tear  1728  >  together  with  the  Succef  of 
the  Operation^  in  the  fame  manner  with 
thofe  publified  before.

Now  It  appears  from  this  Table, 

That  out  of  eight  hundred  and  nine¬ 
ty  feven  Perfons  of  both  Sexes  and  all 
Ages,  that  were  inoculated  in  Great- 
Britain^  in  the  Courfe  of  eight  Years, 

eight 
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eight  hundred  and  forty  five  had  the  true 
Small-Pox  by  Inoculation,  to  which  if 
we  add  thirteen,  who  had  an  imperfed 
Small-Pox,  the  whole  Number  of  Per- 
fons,  upon  whom  the  Operation  produ¬ 
ced  fome  Effed:,  will  be  eight  hundred 
and  fifty  eight. 

That  in  young  Children  the  Opera¬ 
tion  more  conftantly  produced  its  in¬ 
tended  Eflfed,  than  in  Perfons  of  more 
advanced  Years,  there  being  none  under 
five  Years' of  Age,  who  did  not  receive 
the  true  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation,  and 
but  three  from  five  Years  to  ten ;  four 
from  ten  to  twenty  >  and  fix  from  twenty 
and  upwards,  who  had  an  imperfed 
fort. 

That  it  had  no  Effed  upon  thirty  nine 
out  of  eight  hundred  and  ninety  feven, 
moft  of  whom  ’tis  probable  had  had  the 
Small-Pox  before,  which  was  knowi)  to 
be  the  Cafe  of  fomcj  who  were  inocu¬ 
lated  only  for  Experiment’s  fake,  and  was 
doubtful  with  regard  to  many  of  the 
reft. 

That  among  thofe,  upon  whom  the 
Operation  had  no  Effed,  there  are  many 

D  more 
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more  grown  Perfons  in  Proportion,  than 
young  Children,  the  Probability  of  their 
having  undergone  the  Diftemper  in;  the 
natural  Way  increafing,  as  they  advance 
in  Years.  Thus  there  is  but  one  out  of 
thirty  nine  under  two  Years  of  Age,  ten 
from  two  to  ten  Years,  and  fourteen 
from  ten  to  twenty,  upon  whom  Inocu¬ 
lation  produced  no  Effed.  The  remain¬ 
ing  thirteen  were  all  above  twenty,  and 
the  Age  of  one  is  /unknown. 

That  on  the  other  hand,  contrary  to 
what  is  obferved  in  the  Courfe  of  the 
natural  Small-Pox,  the  Hazard  of  Inocu^ 
lation  is  greater  to  young  Children  than 
grown  Perfons,  fince  among  thofe  fuf- 
pedled  to  have  died  of  it,  there  are

Six  whofe  Age  was  not  known,  are 
not  included  in  this  Table. 


That  the  utmoft  Hazard  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  that  can  be  pretended  to  by  the  Op- 
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pofers  of  this  Pradice,  is  that  of  feven- 
teen  out  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  five, 
or  eight  hundred  and  fifty  eight, ,  that  is, 
one  in  fifty.  Thefe  were  at  leafi:  all 
that  came  to  the  Knowledge  either  of 
Dr.  Jurin^  or  myfelf ;  though  ’tis  highly 
probable,  that  had  there  been  any  more 
whofe  Death  could  in  any  wife  be  look’d 
upon  as  the  Effed  of  Inoculation,  they 
would  not  have  fail’d  being  talk’d  of ; 
as  on  the  other  hand  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  reafon  to  think,  confidering  the 
Difficulty  of  colleding  thefe  Accounts, 
and  the  particular  Humours  of  fome 
People,  that  a  good  many  are  omitted 
for  Want  of  Information,  who  went  fa¬ 
vourably  through  the  Operation. 

That  all  Allowances  made,  the  Odds 
remain  as  much  in  favour  of  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  as  the  Hazard  of  the  natural  Small- 
Pox,  (which  by  the  Calculations  above, 
appears  to  be  that  of  one  in  fix)  exceeds 
the  Hazard  of  Inoculation,  which  at  the 
utmoft  is  no  more  than  that  of  one  in 
fifty. 

What  I  have  hitherto  advanced,  is  the 
bare  Refult  of  the  Calculations  and  Ta¬ 
bles  above  j  and  although  upon  the  whole 
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the  Eftimatc  comes  out  in  favour  of  the 
Pradlice,  yet  I  am  fenfible  the  Inocula- 
tors  will  think  it  is  ftill  ftated  too  much 
to  its  Difadvantage.  They  will  urge 
from  the  refpedlive  Cafes  of  thofe  fe- 
venteen  out  of  eight  hundred  and  forty 
five,  or  eight  hundred  and  fifty  eight, 
that  were  fufpeiled  to  have  died  of  In¬ 
oculation,  as  they  are  fet  forth  in  Dr. 

former,  and  this  prefent  Ac¬ 
count,  that  far  from  allowing  Inocula¬ 
tion  to  have  been  the  Caufe  of  all  their 
Deaths,  confiderable  Dedudtions  ought 
to  be  made,  for  the  following  Reafons. 

That  the  feventh  and  fourteenth  ^  Cafe 
ought  to  be  left  out  of  the  Computation, 
becaufe  thofe  two  Perfons  had  not  in 
Fad:  received  the  Small-Pox  by  Inocu- 


^  For  the  better  underftanding  of  thefe  Re¬ 
marks,  the  Reader  is  defired  to  have  recourfe  to  ^ 
Dr.  Jurin’s  former  Accounts  of  the  Succiefs  of 
this  Pradlice,  where  he  will  find  the  firft  nine 
Cafes  in  his  Account  of  the  Succefs  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  to  the  End  of  the  Year  1723,  the  tenth  in  his 
Account  for  1724,  the  eleventh,  twelfth,  and  thir¬ 
teenth  in  that  tor  172^,  and  the  fourteenth  in  that 
for  1726.  The  fifteenth,  fixteenth,  and  feventeentb, 
are  interted  in  this  prefent  Account.  {Fid. 
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lation,  their  Death,  though  Indeed  fub-^ 
fequent  to  it,  having  been  apparently 
owing  to  other  Caufes ;  in  one  to  a  ner¬ 
vous  Fever,  which  carried  him  off  near 
three  Months  after  the  Operation  ;  in  the 
other  to  a  Hydrocephalus -y  and  this  latter 
died  on  the  eighth  Day  from  the  In- 
cilions,  before  any  Appearance  of  an  E- 
ruption. 

That  the  tenth  ought  to  be  ftruck  off 
from  the  Lift ;  the  great  Irregularities 
and  Excefles  in  Drinking,  even  after  he 
underwent  the  Operation,  having  been 
very  evidently  the  Caufe  of  his  Death. 

That  the  twelfth  ought  not  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  in,  becaufe  the  Patient  died  of  a  ma¬ 
lignant  Fever,  fixteen  Days  from  the 
Eruption,  when  the  Small-Pox  was  dry, 
and  fcaling  off. 

That  the  fame  Cafe,  as  alfo  the  eighth, 
ftiould  be  left  out  of  the  Comparifon, 
becaufe  even  if  it  ftiould  be  allowed,  that 
they  died  of  the  Small-Pox,  yet  there  is 
a  great  deal  of  reafon  to  fulpeft,  that 
they  had  received  the  Infeftipn  before  in 
the  natural  Way,  the  Eruption  appearing 
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fome  bays  fooner,  than  is  ufual  in  the 
inoculated  Small-Pox. 

That  feveral  of  thofe  Perfons,  who 
are  fufpefted  to  have  died  of  Inocula¬ 
tion,  having  been  either  of  a  very  fickly 
Conftitution,  or  adlually  labouring  under 
Difeafes,  though  perhaps  not  perceived 
by  the  Inoculator,  or  concealed  from  him 
by  their  Parents  ^  their  Death  cannot  in 
juftice  be  brought  in  to  increafe  the  Ha¬ 
zard  of  Inoculation,  which  fhould  be 
performed  with  all  proper  Caution,  and 
upon  Perfons  of  a  healthy  Conftitution ; 
and  that  on  this  account  the  fourth,  fixth, 
eighth,  and  fixteenth  Cafe  ought  to  be 
left  out  of  the  Lift. 

That  all  thofe  alfo  fhould  be  left  out 
of  the  Queftion,  who  did  not  die  in  the 
Courfe  of  the  Diftemper,  but  by  fubfe- 
quent  Diforders  or  Accidents,  and  after 
the  Small-Pox  was  gone  off* j  fince  neither 
in  the  Bills  of  Mortality  they  are  brought 
in  under  the  Article  of  the  Small-Pox,  but 
under  the  refpedtive  Difeafes  they  hap¬ 
pen  afterwards  to  die  of;  and  that  on 
this  fingle  Account  there  may  be  room 
to  ftrike  off*  the  firft,  fecond,  fourth, 

fifth. 
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fifth,  feventh,  ninth,  twelfth,  thirteenth, 
and  fifteenth. 

That  all  thefe  Dedudlions  being  made, 
there  remain  but  three  out  of  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  five,  or  eight  hundred 
and  fifty  eight,  that  is,  one  in  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  one  or  two  hundred  and 
eighty  fix,  that  can  be  faid  to  have  died 
of  Inoculation  5  and  that  perhaps  even 
the  third  and  eleventh  Cafes  might  be 
dilputed  from  the  Circumftances ;  and  the 
feventeenth  for  want  of  a  more  parti¬ 
cular  Information. 

How  far  the  feveral  Objedlions  that 
have  been,  or  may  be  brought  by  the 
Inoculators  againft  the  Eftimate  above, 
may  be  of  Weight  in  reducing  the  Ha¬ 
zard  of  Inoculation  below  what  it  i^ 
here  reprefented  to  be,  every  impartial 
Reader  is  left  at  Liberty  to  judge  ^  and 
may  upon  perufal  of  the  relpedlive  Cafes 
of  thofe  Perfons,  that  were  fufpedted  to 
have  died  of  Inoculation,  ftrike  off  as 
many  as  he  thinks  proper.  If  he  fees 
Caufe  to  dedudl  one  out  of  feventeen,  the 
Hazard  will  be  that  of  one  in  fifty  three 
or  fifty  four. 
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If  he  except  The  Hazard  will  be

From  this  Table  it  appears. 

That  in  the  Courfe  of  eight  Years 
laft  paft,  there  died  of  the  Small-Pox 
every  Year  at  a  Medium  two  thoufand 
two  hundred  and  eighty  five  Perfons  out 
of  twenty  feven  thouland  three  hundred 
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and  five,  or  a  twelfth  part  of  the  total 
Number  of  Burials. 

That  the  greateft  proportional  Mor¬ 
tality  was  in  the  Year  1725,  when  this 
fingle  Diftemper  carried  off  three  thou- 
fand  one  hundred  and  eighty  eight  out 
of  twenty  five  thoufand  five  hundred 
and  twenty  three,  or  one  eighth  of  the 
total  Number  of  Burials.  For  although 
in  the  Year  1723  we  have  had  three 
thoufand  two  hundred  and  feventy  one 
dead  of  the  Small-Pox,  yet  in  proportion 
to  the  total  Number  of  Burials,  which 
was  then  twenty  nine  thoufand  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety  feven,  it  is  but  one 
ninth.  The  Mortality  of  this  Diftem¬ 
per  was  exaftly  the  fame  in  prcmortion, 
I  mean  one  eighth  of  the  total  Number 
of  Burials,  in  the  Year  1681,  when  it 
carried  off  two  thoufand  nine  hundred 
and  eighty  two ,  out  of  twenty  three 
thoufand  nine  hundred  and  feventy  one, 
or  an  hundred  and  twenty  five  out  of 
every  thoufand :  and  again  in  the  Year* 
1710,  when  there  died  of  the  Small- 
Pox  three  thoufand  one  hundred  and 
thirty  eight  out  of  twenty  four  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  twenty,  or  an  hundred 
and  twenty  feven  out  of  every  thoufand. 
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And  it  is  remarkable,  that  thefe  three 
Years  were  preceded  by  three  very  fa« 
vourable  ones  ;  but  fix  hundred  and 
eighty  nine  out  of  twenty  one  thoufand 
and  fifty  three  (that  is  one  in  thirty  one 
of  the  total  Number  of  Burials,  or  thirty 
three  out  of  every  thoufand^  having  died 
of  the  Small-Pox  in  the  Year  1680,  and 
but  one  in  twenty  one  in  1709,  or  a 
thoufand  and  twenty  four  out  of  ' twenty 
one  thoufand  eight  hundred,  which  gives 
forty  feven  for  each  thoufand,  being  ex¬ 
actly  the  fame  in.proportion  with  1724, 
when  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feven  died  out  of  twenty  five 
thoufand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  two  ; 
that  is  again  one  in  twenty  one  of  the 
Number  total,  or  forty  feven  out  of  each 
thoufand. 

That  in  the  Year  1725,  wheii^  the 
Mortality  of  the  natural  Small-Pox  was 
fo  very  confiderable,  the  Practice  of  In¬ 
oculation  proved  notwithftanding  very  fa¬ 
vourable,  but  three  being  fufpedtcd  to 
have  died  out  of  an  hundred  and  forty 
four,  or  one  in  48. 

If  for  Argument's  fake  we  fuppofe, 
that  the  two  thoufand  two  hundred 
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and  eighty  five,  who  died  yearly  of  the 
Small-Pox,  at  a  medium,  for  eight  Years 
lafl:  part,  had  been  inoculated,  and  al¬ 
lowing  the  Hazard  of  Inoculation  to  be, 
what  it  proves  at  the  utmoft,  that  of 
one  in  fifty,  there  would  have  died  out 
of  this  Number  only  forty  five  or  forty 
fix ;  fo  that  two  thoufand  tw.o  hundred 
and  forty  Lives  might  have  been  faved 
annually. 

But  as  it  may  be  objedlcd  againfl  this 
Eftimate,  that  we  ought  not  to  form 
any  Comparifon  merely  and  indepen¬ 
dently  from  the  Number  of  thofe,  who 
Were  carried  oft  by  the  Small-Pox,  but 
that  we  ought  to  confider  the  Matter 
with  regard  to  the  Number  total  of  Per- 
fons  of  all  Ages  and  Conftitutions,  who 
muft  have  been  fick  of  this  Diftemper 
to  occafion  fuch  a  Mortality ;  let  us  fee 
what  the  Cafe  would  have  been  then. 
The  Hazard  of  the  natural  Small-Pox 
appears  by  the  Calculations  above  to  be 
that  of  one  in  fix,  and  two  thoufand  two 
hundred  and  eighty  five  Perfons  having 
died  of  it  yearly  at  a  medium,  it  follows 
that  thirteen  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
ten  muft  have  been  fick  of  the  Diftem¬ 
per  at  a  medium  every  Yegr.  Now  fup- 
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pdfing  th^  Practice  of  Inoculation  to 
have  been  univerfally  prevalent^  and  al¬ 
lowing  its  ^  Hazard  to  be  as'  that  of  ten 
to  fifty,  there  would  have  di^d  out  of 
that  Number  two  hundred  and  fifty  four 
or  two  hundred  and  fifty  five,  inftead  of 
two  thoufand  two  hundred  andoeighty 
five,  and  confequently  at  leaft  two  thou¬ 
fand  Lives  would  have  been  fayed  an¬ 
nually  out  of  two  thoufand  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  five,  and  fixteen  thou¬ 
fand  and  upwards,  out  of  eighteen  thou¬ 
fand  two  hundred  and  eighty  one,  who 
a£lually  periflied  by  this  Diftemper  only, 
in  the  Courfe  of  eight  Years. 

If  on  the  contrary  the  eight  hundred 
and  forty  five  who  received  the  Small- 
Pox  by  Inoculation  had  been  infefted  in 
the  natural  Way,  an  hundred  and  thirty 
or  an  hundred  and  thirty  one  would  have 
been  loft  out  of  that  Number,  inftead  of 
feventeen  :  fo  that  Inoculation  may  be 
reckoned  to  have  actually  faved  an  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirteen  or  an  hundred  and 
fourteen  Lives,  which  would  have  other- 
wife  periftied  by  this  Diftemper. 

Upon  the  whole  it  is  fubmitted  to  the 
Judgment  of  every  impartial  and  well- 
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meaning  Perfon,  who  will  be  at  the 
trouble  fairly  and  maturely  to  weigh  the 
feveral  Matters  of  Fad:  here  laid  down, 
and  the  Confequences  drawn  from  them, 
whether  the  Pradice  of  Inoculation  ought 
to  be  rejeded  as  dangerous  and  uncer¬ 
tain  ;  or  whether  it  doth  not  rather  de- 
ferve  Commendation  and  Encourage¬ 
ment,  as  falutary  and  greatly  beneficial 
to  Mankind,

Some  Account  of  the  Succefs  of 
the  PraBice  e?/  In o c  u l  a t ion 
in  Foreign  Parts. 

SEveral  Perfons  having  been  very  de* 
firous  to  know  what  Progrefs  the 
Practice  of  Inoculation  made,  and 
with  what  Succefs  it  was  carried  on  in 
Countries  beyond  Sea,  I  have  thought  pro¬ 
per  for  their  Satisfaition  to  publifh  the 
following  fhort  Abftrafl:  of  feveral  Ac¬ 
counts  either  formerly  tranfmitted  to 
Dr.  Juririy  or  received  fince.  I  am  far 
from  thinking  them  fo  complete  as  I 
could  defire,  for  which  reafon  I  chofe  to 
publifh  what  I  had  to  fay  on  this  Head 
2  by 
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by  itfelf,  and  independently  from  the 
Account  of  the  Succefs  of  this  Pradice 
in  Great  Britain.  Neither  will  I  as  yet 
pretend  to  draw  any  Inferences  from 
thence,  but  content  myfclf  with  a  bare 
Narrative  of  Matter  of  Fad,  till  by  re¬ 
ceiving  ampler  and  more  particular  In¬ 
formations,  for  which  I  flaall  be  very 
thankful,  I  fhall  be  better  able  to  form 
fome  Eftimate  of  its  Hazard  compared 
with  that  of  the  natural  SmaJl-Pox.

“  I.  ^  ^  Dtxwell,  aged  thirty  fix, 
j_VX  inoculated  at  Bojion 

“  in  New  Eiigland,  Augujl  30.  172,1. 
“  She  was  a  fat  Gentlewoman,  of  a 
“  tender  Conftitution  ;  Ihe  came  fright- 
“  ned  into  the  Pradice,  as  mofl:  of 
“  the  others  had  done,  not  only  by 
“  living  near  the  infedted,  but  pafling 
fome  Days  before  by  a  Door  wherein 
“  lay  a  Corpfe  ready  for  the  Grave, 
“  which  died  of  the  confluent  Small- 
“  Pox,  the  Stench  whereof  greatly  of- 
4  fended 
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fended  and  fur  prized  her  with  Fear 
of  being  infefted.  However,  {he  went 
the  ufual  time  of  nine  Days  before 
the  Eruption,  and  broke  out  full  of 
a  diflindl  fort,  but  being  of  a  very 
moiil  Habit,  they  fluxed  in  her  Face . 
about  the  feventh  Day.  She  had  a 
fore  Throat,  was  often  reftlels,  and 
by  turns  had  a  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing,  her  Fever  and  Thiril  being  yet 
moderate.

H.  folm  White  Efq;  aged'  fifty 
two,  was  inoculated  November  21, 
“  1721.  He  was  then  a  weak  infirm 
Man,  and  had  been  fo,  near  thirty 
Years,  fome  time  confumptive  and 
very  fplenetic.  Thus  ’  knowing  his 
unhappy  Confiiitution,  I  perfuaded' 
“  him  to  remove  further  into  theCoun- 
try  to  avoid  the  Infection*  He,  tired 
“  with  a  Country-Life  already,  and^ 
not  knowing  when  Bojion  would  be 
“  freed  from  the  Small-Pox,  though 
very  e<tiuious  and  timorous,  yet  would 
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be  inoculated.  The  Small-Pox  came 
out  on  the  ninth,  as  ufual,  of  the 
diftindf  fort,  the  Symptoms  eafy* 
They  continued  ^:oming  out  the 
tenth  and  eleventh,  at  which  time 
“  he  was  pretty  full>  of  a  very  diftinfh 
fort,  and  the  Symptoms  eafy,  except^

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III.  An  Indian  Girl,  about  leven*- 
teen  Years  old,  was  inoculated  at 
“  Bojion^  November  29.

She  was  taken  ill  the  feventh  with 
a  gentle  Fever,  which  continued  to 
“  the  ninth,  when  the  Small-Pox  came 
out  upon  her,  of  a  kind  and  diftind:

I 
ordered  her  out  of  her  cold  Rodm 
near  a  Fire,  and  many  Means  wei'e 
ufed  to  get  the  Pock  out  again,  but 
to  no  purpofe,  for  £be  died  before 
Morning.  She  was  a  weakly  Girl, 
fubjed  to  Humours  breaking  out  up- 
on  her.

“  She  had  her  Illnefs,  begun  the  feventh 
Day,  with  a  gentle  Fever,  and  fo 
continued  to  the  ninth.  When  her

V.  “  Mr.  Edmond  Welh'%  Wife,  aged

“  plaining,  and  of  a  very  ill  Habit  of 
^  Body,  and  fo  very  fplenetick,  as  often 
“  to  be  deprived  of  Reafon,  and  for 
“  many  Years  not  capable  of  managing 
“  her  Family  Affairs.  She  had  the 
«  Small-Pox  at  fhe  ufual  time,  and 
“  of  a  very  diftindt  fort,  and  the  Syrnp- 
«  toms  continued  moderate  for  the  firft 
«  five  Days,  lave  that  the  cold  Wea- 
«  ther  pinched  her  very  much.  The 
“  fixth,  feventh,  and  eighth  Days  fhe 
“  was  more  uneafy,  flept  but  little, 
“  grew  failit  and  weaker,  the  cold

VI.  “  Mr.  Philip  Series  Wife,  aged 
fixty  three,  was  inoculated  at  the  fame 
time  with  Mrs.  Wells,  She  was  like- 
wife  an  ailing  old  Woman,  hyfterical, 
fplenetic,  and  of  an  ill  Habit  of  Bo- 
“  dy.  She  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the 
ufual  time,  and  of  a  very  diftindt 
fort ;  the  Symptoms  were  moderate, 
“  though  fhe  was  often  complaining 
of  one  Uneafinefs  or  other,  as  is 
common  in  the  Small-Pox ;  and  the 
cold  Weather  likewife  affedled  her 
very  much.  Thus  flie  continued, 
till  the  Pock  fiird  and  turn’d,  and 
the  Scabs  caft  off  5  one  Day  a  little 
better,  and  another  worfe ;  fometimes 
up,  and  other  times  in  Bed.  The 
Perfpiration  being  flopped  by  the 
cold  Weather,  and  a  Complication  of 
Humours  being  put  in  Motion,  it

172-I.  He  was  a  very  fickly  and  in- 
firm  Child  from  the  Birth,  had  a 
Weaknefs  and  Relaxation  in  all  his 
Joints,  being  very  ricketty,  had  not 
a  Tooth  at  fourteen  Months ;  he 
had  no  Ufe  of  his  Limbs,  the  Mould 
of  his  Head  very  much  open,  and 
the  Sutures,  at  a  confiderable  diftance 
from  each  other,  infomuch  that  there 
was  a  confiderable  Portion  of  the  Ce- 
rebrum  contained  within  the  Pia  and 
Dura  Matery  to  the  Bignefs  of  a 
Walnut,  which  appeared  in  the  open- 
ing  of  the  Mould  elevated  above  and

in  the  Matter  were  removed  at  the 
“  ufual  time,  when  I  obferved  an  In- 
flammation  round  the  IlTue,  which 
encreafed  daily  with  a  very  fetid  So- 
flies  from  the  IlTue,  which  was  much 
enlarged  by  the  Sharpnefs  of  the 
Humour,  both  in  Depth  and  Breadth, 
with  a  foul  Slough  in  the  Bottom.

Thigh  in  which  the 
Iffue  was  made  ;  the  Tumour  was 
nigh  to  the  Groin,  it  increafed  with 
Inflammation,  Anodines  and  Emol- 
“  lients  were  ufed,  and  in  a  few  Days 
the  Tumour  tended  to  Suppuration, 
which  was  promoted  by  fuppurative 
Cataplafms  ;  when  fuppurated,  I  laid 
it  open,  and  difcharged  a  large  Quanti- 
ty  of  well  digefled  Matter,  and  in  a  few 
“  Days  the  Sore  heal’d.  He  was  feveral 
“  Times  purged  with  Syrrup  of  '^Rhu- 
barb,  and  fome  Grains  of  thePow- 
der  ;  he  was  fubjedt  by  Times  to  a 
Loofenefs;  he  continued  well,  but 
weak,  for  fome  confiderable  Time 
''  after  the  Small-Pox  were  over.  Af- 
ter  wards  he  was  feized  with  a  Hea- 
vinefs  or  Weight  in  his  Head  and 
Neck,  which  he  had  been  fubjedl  to ; 
''  his  Phyfician  prefcribed  fuch  Medi- 
cines  as  he  thought  proper  in  his 
“  Cafe  ;  he  was  afterwards  feiz’d  with 

a  Foaming  at  his  Mouth,  and  a  con- 

vulfive 
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“  vulfive  Fit  which  carried  him  off : 
“  To  which  Fits  he  had  formerly  been 
“  fubjeft.”  ’thus  far  Mr.  Hannibal

I  do  hereby  certify,  that  I  at- 
‘‘  tended  Pearcy  Oliver  in  the  Station 
of  a  Dry-Nurfe  for  feveral  Months 
before  he  was  inoculated,  and  after- 
wards  ’till  his  Death,  and  during  the 
whole  Time  of  my  waiting  upon 
him,  which  was  conftant  from  my 
firft  coming  to  him,  I  found  him

VIII.  The  eldeft  Son  of  a  Gentle- 
man  at  Dublin^  aged  thirteen  Years, 
was  inoculated  in  Dublin^  Auguft 
‘‘  26,  1725.  He  was  nurfed  in  the 
Country,  where  he  continued  *till  he 
“  was  a  Year  and  a  half  old,  and  was 
then  brought  home  to  his  Parents  in 
««  a  very  poor  and  weak  Condition, 
“  Soon  after  he  grew  ricketty,  but  re- 
cover’d  from  that  Difeafe  in  lefs  than 
“  a  Year.  In  fome  Months  after  his 
Recovery,  he  got  a  Swelling  in  his 
Foot,  which  fuppurated,  broke,  and 
ran  for  feveral  Weeks.  After  this 
was  heal’d,  he  continued  well  for 
“  about  three  Years,  then  he  htid  an 
Abfeefs  in  his  Belly  below  the  Navel, 

’  which 


“  which^  fuppurated,  broke  and  was 
healed  in  about  two  Months.  Since 
“  that  Time  he  enjoy'd  a  very  good 
“  State  of  Health,  and  was  a  ftrong 
“  lufty  Boy  when  he  was  inoculated. 

On  the  eighth  Day  after  Inocula- 
“  tion,  he  began  to  be  difordered  with 
“  a  Head-ach  and  Vomiting.  His  Vo- 
miting  was  frequent  and  violent  'till 
“  the  third  Day  of  his  Illnefs,  and  then 
“  it  abated,  but  did  not  ceafe,  for  he 
«  vomited  at  times  'till  the  fourth 
‘‘  Day  at  Noon.  No  Pock  appeared,  - 
“  but  on  the  third  at  Night  purple

Then  the  Eruption  began,  and  on 
the  fourth  in  the  Morning  it  appear  d 
in  his  Face  like  an  Ery/ipelas,  I 
could  not  at  that  Time  difcover  any 
JPuftules  either  on  his  Body  or  Limbs, 
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but  he  had  many  purple  Spots  all  over 
him,  efpecially  in  his  Neck  and 
Loins,  many  of  w^hich  v^ere  as  large 
in  Diameter  as  a  great  Pin’s  Head, 
On  the  fifth  the  Pock  began  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  his  Body  and  Limbe,  and 
came  out  thick  on  the  fixth.  He 
was  extremely  reftlefs,  and  raved 
much  from  the  beginning  of  the  E- 
ruption  to  the  fixth  Day,  but  was 
pretty  quiet  that  Night,  flept,  and 
began  to  fpit.  On  the  feventh  his 
Face  was  fwell’d,  his  Spitting  conti¬ 
nued,  and  he  had  fome  Sleep.  On 
the  eighth  he  continued  much  in  the 
fame  State,  only  drank  and  llept  more 
than  he  had  done  before.  On  the 
ninth  in  the  Morning  the  Swelling  of 
his  Face  abated.  On  the  eleventh  his 
Breath  grew  fhort,  his  Spitting  ftopt, 
and  he  died  in  the  Evening.  His 
Pock  was  the  worft  Sort  of  the  con¬ 
fluent  Kind,  it  never  fill’d  nor  digeft- 
ed ;  but  continued  flat  and  watery  ’till 
his  Death.  He  had  no  Thirft,  and 
would  drink  but  little  during  his 
Illnefs.

A  Paper  relating  to  the  Inocula- 
tion  of  the  Small-Pox^  as  it  is 
praBifed  in  the  Kingdoms  of 
Tripoli,  Tunis,  and  Algier. 
IVritten  in  Arabich.^  by  his  Ex~ 
cellency  Caflem  Aga,  Ambajfa- 
dor  from  T ripoli,  and  F.  R*  S. 
Done  into  RngUJh  from  the 
French  of  Mr.  Dadichi,  his 
Majejiys  Interpreter  for  the 
Eaftern  Languages. 

My  Opinion  being  asked  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Inoculation  of  the 
Small-Pox,  I  will  mention  in 
a  few  Words  what  I  know  of  it.  If 
any  one  hath  a  Mind  to  have  his  Chil¬ 
dren 
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dren  inoculated,  he  carries  them  to  one 
that  lies  ill*  of  the  Small-Pox,  at  the 
Time  when  the  Puftules  are  come  to 
full  Maturity.  Then  the  Surgeon  makes 
an  Incifion  upon  the  Back  of  the  Hand, 
between  ihe  Thumb  and  Fore-finger, 
and  puts  a  little  of  the  Matter,  fqueez’d 
out  of  one  of  the  largeft  and  fullelt  Pu¬ 
ftules,  into  the  Wound.  This  done, 
the  Child's  Hand  is  wrapp'd  up  with 
a  Handkerchief  to  keep  it  from  the 
Air,  and  he  is  left  to  his  Liberty  'till 
the  Fever  arifing  confines  him  to  his 
Bed,  which  commonly  happens  at  the 
End  of  three  or  four  Days.  After  that, 
by  God's  Permiffidn,  a  few  Puftules 
of  the  Small-Pox  break  out  upon  the 
Child.  All  this' I  can  confirm  by  a  do- 
meftick  Proof :  For  my  Father  carried 
us,  five  Brothers  and  three  Sifters,  to 
the  Houfe  of  a  Girl  that  lay  ill  of  the 
Small-Pox,  and  had  us  all  inoculated  the 
fame  Day.  Now  he  that  had  mbft  of 
us  all,  had  not  above  twenty  Puftules. 
Otherwife  this  Praftice  is  fo  innocent, 
and  fo'  fure,  that  out  of  a  hundred  Per- 
fons  inoculated  not  two  die ;  whereas 
on  the  contrarv,  out  of  an  hundred 
Perfohs,  that  are  infedted  with  the  Small- 

Pox 
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Pox  the  natural  Way,  there  die  com¬ 
monly  about  thirty.  It  is  withal  fo 
antient  in  the  Kingdoms  of  T^ripoli^ 
T'unis  and  Algier^  that  no  body  remem¬ 
bers  its  firft  rife  :  and  it  is  generally 
pradtifed  not  only  by  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Towns,  but  alfo  by  the  wild 
Arabs.
